SAN IT  ARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 


OF  THib  iAREA. 


There  aro  throo  public  water  supplios  in  this  aroa,  namely,  Brighton 
Corporation  Supply,  Worthing  Corporation  Supply  and  Litt lchampt on  U.D .C .Supply , 
and  three  private  supplios,  namoly  Arundel  Estate  Supply,  Kingston  Estate  Supply 
and  Rustington  Soa  Estate  Supply.  Ton  of  the  parishes  in  tho  district  have 
public  water  supply  and  the  remaining  seven  parishes  have  piped  supplies  to  a 
varying  oxtent  from  private  sources. 

Five  samplos  of  water  from  Public  Supplies  were  sent  for  bacteriological 
oxamination  during  tho  yoar.  Thoee  were  from  supplies  owned  by  private  Companios. 
No  samplos  were  taken  from  Public  Main  Supplies  as  those  are  regularly  sampled 
by  tho  Brighton,  Litt lchampt on  and  Worthing  Local  Authorities.  Tho  results  woro 
as  follows

Rustington  Soa  Estate  Supply  -  During  June  a  sample  of  wat.r  takon 
from  this  supply  produced  an  unsatisfactory  result,  and  this  was  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Conpnny  concerned.  Further  investigation  was  made  into 
the  matter,  with  tho  result  that  it  bocamo  necessary  oither  to  carry  out 
extensive  works  to  Boro  No.l,  or  to  seal  off  this  Boro  and  put  it  out  of  uso 
for  water  supply  purpos  s.  After  some  consideration  of  the  matter,  tho  latter 
course  was  finally  takon  and  arrangements  made  to  supplement  th^  supply  from 
Bor:  No. 2  from  tho  Council's  mains  should  that  become  necessary.  Further 
samples  taken  by  the  Company  from  Boro  No. 2  have  shown  continuous  satisfactory 
results . 


The  wat r  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvcnt  action.

(a)  House  Refuse*  The  fortnightly  collection  of  house  rofuso  institutod  in 
1941  owing  to  petrol  shortage  continues  to  be  satisfactory.  Monthly  collection 
is  still  continued  in  the  seven  outlying  rural  parishes.  Tho  Council  under¬ 
take  both  collection  and  disposal  by  direct  labour.  Disposal  is  by  controlled 
tipping  at  refuse  tips  situated  respectively  at  Rustington  and  Sompting.  At 
tho  latter  place  tho  now  Tip  and  Salvage  Depot  is  now  in  full  and  satisfactory 
operation  • 

(b)  Cesspools .  There  is,  outside  the  sowered  area,  public  scavenging  of 
cesspools  at  Lancing,  and  a  limited  public  scavenging  twico  per  annum  for  the 
outlying  houses  in  the  parishes  of  Rustington,  Angrnor ing  and  East  Preston. 

(c)  Rivers  and  St  roams.  It  has  not  boon  found  nocossary  for  any  action  to  bo 
taken  in  respect  of  pollution  of  riv.rs  and  stroams  in  the  area.

During  1945  the  sale  of  Icc  Cream  gradually  increased,  being  much 
accelerated  in  ono  parish  due  to  th;  establishment  of  a  fairly  large  Ico  Cream 
Factory.  ,It  was  at  those-  promises  that  the  above  mentioned  samples  wor,  taken, 
and  although  satisfactory  there  wore  indications  that  improvement  in  sterilisation 
of  utensils  was  nccossnry.  This  was  put  in  hand,  and  as  a  result  the  conditions 
aro  now  satisfactory.  During  1946  it  is  hoped  to  carry  out  systematic  sampling 
of  all  Ice  Cream  manufactured  in  the  district,  both  at  places  of  manufacture  and 
from  Traders*  barrows.

In  the  cases  where  it  has  boon  found  necessary  to  take  action 
the  use  of  D.D.T.  solution  was  introduced,  and  when  incorporated  with  a 
suitable  base,  has  proved  undoubtedly  the  most  efficient  raothod  yet  adopted 
in  this  district.  Satisfaction  has  boon  given  not  only  in  the  case  of  bod 
bugs  but  also  in  the  case  of  other  v  rrnin  infestation. 

Whor  toxic  gases  are  used,  the  work  of  fumigation  is  carriod  out 
by  the  staff  of  the  firm  of  Fumigators  employed ,  but  if  tho  method  used  is 
fumigation  by  us-:  of  insecticide,  or  by  gases  other  than  toxic  gases,  tho 
work  of  disinfestation  is  carriod  out  by  the  Council. 

Eats  and  Mice-  st  ruction )  Act,  1919  * 

A  full-time  Rodent  Operator  was  appointed  for  the  district  in  1944. 
In  addition  to  dealing  with  complaints  from  tho  public,  continued  surveillance 
has  boon  kept  at  the  Council's  Rofuso  Tip  and  Salvage  Dopot,  and  other  Local 
Authority  promises.  Excollont  work  is  being  carried  out  in  all  cases  and 
in  particular  at  th:  Refuse  Tip. 


The  methods  used  in  dealing  with  all  infestations  have  been  in 
accordance  with  tho  tochniqu:  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  and  havo 
proved  very  successful.
